The lines are not yet definitely run, and it is there- 
fore impossible to arrive at exactness ; but we will 
get us nearly to the truth and correctness of our 
localities as we can, and call that lawful. Every 
man should vote somewhere, and only vote in one 
place, and he will not be fer wrong.
